the forest worm. 


.Last fall the caterpillars, Into which 


the forest worms were transposed, 
went to the trees, and at the very ends 
of the twigs they laid bands, of eggs 
completely encircling them. 'The bant 
looks for all the world like a ring of 
shoemaker's wax. 
These bands arc 


full of tiny holes, each of Which con- 
tains an egg, and from these eggs the 
robber forest worms are now 'hatching 
millions on millions and starting out 
instantly to devour all tlie leaves and 
fruit they can reach. 


In many places Ja the state boards of 


education and village officers have of- 
fered rewards to the school children 
and prizes- far the greatest number of 
worm rings destroyed by each. In the 
village of Herkimer recently iyi 'two 
days the high school pupils destroyed 
more than 2,000,000 forest worms.

any moment discovered In Crete, as 
far as he could recollect, was that of 


bull with a female figure running 


beside it 
Professor Halbherr of "the 


'niversity of Rome, who was original- 
y sent to Crete by tbe Italian govern- 
ment and Is now there under the aus- 
sices of the American Archseological 
nstltnte, has uncovered some superb 
Phoenician bronzes cud specimens of 
armqr suggestive of Egyptian .and 
Babylonian origin. At Gortyna he dis- 
covered some marvelous monuments 
of the Cretan law shortly after his ex- 
plorations of the so called Cave of 
Zeus at Mount Ida, or the Idsean 
grotto. This was the fabled birthplace 
of Zeus, tbe Grecian Jupiter. Professor 
Frothingham thinks that Dr. Evans' 
discoveries will probably rank with 
those of Halbherr. 


Other explorers have unearthed por- 


tions of Mycenaean palaces and tem- 
ples, but, th-a present achievement, it 
is thought, will do much to determine 
tbe actual plan and construction of 
those ancient edifices, wbleb have been 
heretofore more or less open to dispute. 
The megarou, the south front of which 
Professor Evans mentions as having 
come to light, is the large assembly 
room of the palace, located immediate- 
ly inside the portico.
